REGISTRATON OF PISTOLS 
AND REVOLVERS 

Commencing January Ist, 1935, all 
persons possessing pistols and revol- 
vers must regiser same. 

This is pursuant to an Amendment 
of the Criminal Code of Canada, Sec. 
121A which reads as follows: 

“Notwithstanding anything 
tained in any section of thig Act re- 
lating to the issue of Hcenses for 
pistols and revolvers, everyone ts 
guilty of an offence and Hable on 
summary conviction to a fine not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars, or to imprison- 
ment for a perjod not exceeding thir- 
ty days, or to both fine and imprison- 
ment, who hag in hig possession a 
pistol or revolver without having 
registered the same.” 

In the following cities and towns 
these weapons must be registered 
with the Chiefs of Police: 

Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge, 
Wetaskiwin, Drumheller, Medicine 
Hat and Red Deer. 

Outside these places pistols and 
revolvers must be registered at the 
nearest R.C.M. Police Detachment, 
and, wherever possible, the regis- 
tration should be made by the owner 
in person, Where, however, such pro- 
cedure would impose a hardship on 
the owner, registration may be made 
by an agent or by mail,

quired for the registration certifi- 
cate;

Serial number. 

A registration certificate is en- 
tirely separate from and does not 
take the place of permits to cary re- 
volvers, Permits to carry revolvers 
will atill be required.

Prior to 1930 when Canada’s doors 
were open to immigrants from over- 
seas the doors of the United States 
were open to Canadians. As immi- 
grants moved in Canadiuns moved 
out. Now immigrants stay out and 
Canadians stay in. The natural in- 
crease in population balances the 
gain formerly made by the excess of 
immigrants over the number of 
Canadians leaving Canada. 

In the 19 years from 1911 to 1930 
the number of people in Canada rose 
from 7,207,000 to 10,206,000, an aver- 
age yearly increase of 157,000. In 
the four years from 1930 to the pres- 
ent when the immigration bars were 
set up the population has increased 
from 10,206,000 to 10,835,000, an 
average annual Increase of 157,200, 
approximately the same.

There is such a thing as overfeed- 
ing young chicks on minerals, and 
that is just as bad as underfeeding. 
The r-‘her strange thing, however, 
is that an excessive supply of min- 
erals manifests itself in much the 
same manner as when too little min- 
eral matter is suppled. A math con- 
taining the usual percentage of meat 
scraps or meat and bone meal and 
dry skim-milk, according to tests at 
the Ohio experiment station, carries 
plenty of mineral matter for chicks 
until they are ten weeks old. 

These tests are in accord with re-| 


mav therefore be considered as quite 
reliable. Meat scraps, of course, are 
very rich in caleium, carrying from 
20 to 25 per cent. of that element, 
which normally makes up_ three- 
quarters of the minerals in the mash 
of chickens. Dry skim-milk carries 
about 10 per cent. of phosphorus and 
calcium in a very digestible form. 
When one substitutes part vegetable 
Protein for meat scraps in the mash, 
it is hiehly desirable to feed addi- 
tional minerals as the vegetable pro- 
teins do not contain as much mineral 
matter as the animal proteins.

Although the Pacific coast is ex- 
periencing some of the _ coldest 
weather it has had for some time, F. 
Napier Denison, director of the Do- 
minion meteorological observatory at 
Victoria, said recently that the cli- 
mate of British Columbia and of the 
whole Domnion has been gradually 
turning milder for the past fifty 
years or more. 

Winnipeg can boast of the greatest 
change in average temperature, said 
Mr. Denison, with an improvement 
of six degrees, 1883 being the coldest 
year on record during the last 53 
years and 1931 the warmest. 

Records for Toronto and Montreal 
show these cities have experienced a 
gradual rise of about four degrees. 
Montreal's record cold year was 1875 
and 1931 was the warmest. 

Alberta and the Maritime provinces 
are tied in third place, both being 
about three degrees warmer. Records 
at Calgary show the lowest tempera- 
tures there in 1887 and the highest in 
1931, while 1875 was the coldest year 
recorded at Charlottetown, P.ET., 
1901 the mildest with 1930 and 
1931 coming next. 

The Pacific coast shows the small- 
est change of all, about one and one- 
half degrees. Records show 1880 and 
1884 were the coldest years with 
1893 and 1915 coming near the low 
mark, and 1926 being the warmest. 
Fort St. James, in the northern in- 
terior, shows a change of about three 
degrees in the past 40 years.

A COMPARISON IN GOVERNMENTAL COSTS 


Many people have gotten the idea that Canada is very ex- 
pensively governed. But a comparison with other govern- 
ments shows that the Dominion is not so extravagant as some 
think. 

This current: government year will show expenditures in 
Canada of around 368 million dollars. That sum indicates the | 
deficit on the Canadian National Railways, which approxim. 
ates $50 million, the debt service of around $100 million, the 
veterans’ requirements of around $40 million, as well as the} 
usual run of expenditures. 

The City of New York has just budgeted for an expenditure 
of $548 million for 1935, or $190 million more than what the 
federal government of Canada spends. The New York admin- 
istration has only the affairs of that giant municipality to 
administer. The Canadian government has to conduct the 
affairs of a country larger than the entire United States and 
burdened with a war debt of some two billion dollars. | 

Japan, with 80 million people, gets by on a comparitively 
small sum. Her budget calls for the expenditure of $685 mill- 
ion during the forthcoming year. This is only $87 million more 
than New York city, and Japan is gearing up her war machine 
for a prospective conflict.

Is it possible for the settlers of the eastern irrigation 


block to operate the project successfully? What are the pros-|disaster 


pective drawbacks of co-operative operation? These are ques- 
tions that must arouse deep thought in the minds of all the 
settlers. If they cannot operate the system efficiently and econ- 
omically it would be a serious mistake to take it over at any 
price. It they can and will, they have the land bargain of a 
wzeneration. 

The one big reason why a group of farmers find difficulty 

in working together is the lack of training in doing so. The 
spur of dire necessity usually is the incentive that drives far- 
mers into working groups. 
In their farm labors the farmers generally work independ- 
ently. In that they are different from most people engaged 
in other occupations. But farmers can work together when 
they put their minds to the job. Denmark is the outstanding 
world example, of course. 

After the Danish war with Germany, the little North Sea na- 
tion lost some of its most valuable land possessions. Discour- 
aged and defeated, with the national debt enormously increas- 
ed, with prestige at a minimum, the Danes bravely set out to 
develop their own big resource—their farms. At that, Danish 
soil has never been noted for its fertility. So industry and 
intelligent organization had to take the place of natural ad- 
vantages. Working together the Danish farmers accomplished 
seeming miracles of production and marketing. 

The farm settlers on the eastern irrigation block, if they 
have a mind to do so, can accompish great things. The intell- 
igence, initiative, energy and general ability of these settlers 
are on par with any group of farmers in the world. They merely 
have to learn to work together in a determined fashion. 

The taking over of the ownership of this project means the 
assumption of a great responsibility. Difficulties and discour- 
agement will arise. Unforeseen dilemmas will occur. But noth- 
ing can overcome a stern determination to succeed. The sett- 
lers will have to learn methods employed successfully by big 
business. They will have to learn self-discipline. They will have 
to draw a line and hue to it. The change in ownership will not 
mean easy riches, easy success and a new heaven upon earth. 
But it will provide an opportunity for success through hard 
work and persistence. 

“Honors and successes that are won, plucked from green 
houghs, soon wither.” Those that last are gathered patiently 
in the sultry noontide of labor, in the sweat of endeavor, in the 
incessant seeking and finding of right and just policies. These 
are true lessons drawn from the experience of living. No 


supine people can win out in the hard struggle of everyday 
existence.

Large quan- 
titles of sulphur are used in the 
manufacture of gunpowder, vulcan- 
ized rubber, and matches. It is also
